BATTLES IN AIR 
FREQUENT BURIN 
FIGHT AT AISNE 


Official Press Bureau Tells 
Thrilling Story of Daring 
Aviator, 


GROWING RESEMBLANCE 


Little Doubt But What Ger- 
mans Chose Present Posi- 
tion Long Ago, 


London, Sept. 29.— (2.15 pam.)—The 


} official press bureau gave out a state- 


ment today which says: 

“The following descriptive account, 
has been Communicated by an 
eye witness at present with the gen- 
eral headquarters, continues and sup- 
plements the narrative published yes- 
terday of the movements of the Bri- 
tish and French armies in immediate 
touch with it, 

“The welcome absence of wind yes- 
terday gave our airman a chance of 
which they took full advantage by 
gathering much information.  Unfor- 
tunately, one of our aviators who had 
been particularly active in annoying 
the enemy by dropping bombs, was 
wounded in a duel In the alr. Being 
alone on a single seated monoplane, 
he was not able to use his rifle, and 
while circling about a German two- 
sented machine in an endeavor to get 
within, pistol shot he was hit by the 
observer of the German machine, who 
was armed with a rifle. He managed 
to fly back over our lines, and by 
great good luck he descended close to 
a motor ambulance, which at once 
conveyed him to a hospital. 

“Against this may be set off the 
fact that another of our fliers ex- 
‘ploded a bomb among some artillery 
horses, killing some and stampeding 
| the others. 

Many Flights Made. 

“On Thursday, September 24, the 
fine weather continued, as did the lull 
in the action, the heavy German shells 
falling mostly near Pargnan (12 miles 
south, southeast of Laon). 

On both Wednesday and Thursday 
the weather was so fine that many 
flights were made by the aviators, 
French, British and German. ‘These 
produced a corresponding activity 
among the anti-airman craft guns, So 
still and clear was the atmosphere to- 
wards evening on Wednesday and 
during the whole of Thursday that to 
those not especially on the lookout the 
presence of aeroplanes high up above 
; them was first made known by the 
bursting of the projectiles aimed at 
them, The puffs of smoke hung in the 
air for minutes on end-like balls of

“The growing resemblance of this 
battle to siege warfare already has 
been pointed out. The fact that the 
latter actions of the Russian-Japanese 
war assumed a similar character was 
thought by many to have been due to 
exceptional causes, such as the nar- 
rowness of the theater of operations 
between the Chinese frontier on the 
west and the mountainous country of 
northern Korea on the east, the lack 
of roads which HMmited the extent of 
ground over which it was possible for 
the rival armies to manouyre and the 
fact that both forces weer tied to one 
line of railroad. 

Similar Situation Produced. 

“Such factors are not exerting any 
influence on the present battle. Never- 
theless, a similar situation has been 
produced, owing, first, to the immense 
power of resistance possessed by an 
army which is amply equipped with 
heavy artillery, and has sufficient time 
to fortify itself, and secondly, to the 
vast size of the forces engaged, which 
at the present time stretches more 
lthan half way across France, The ex- 
tent of the country covered is so great 
as to render slow any efforts to 
manoeuvre and march around to a 
| flank, in order to escape the costly ex- 
pedient of a frontal attack against 
heavily fortified positions. 

“To state that the methods of at- 
tack must approximate more closely to 
those of siege warfare, the greater re- 
semblance of the defences to those of 
a fortress, is a platitude, but it 1s one 
which will bear repetition if it in any 
way assists to make the present situa- 
tion clear. 

“There is no doubt that the position 
of the Aisne was not hastily selected 
by the German staff after the retreat 
had begun. 

“From the choice of the ground and 
ths care with which fields of fire had 
been arranged to cover all possible 
avenues of approach, and from the 
amount of work already carried out, it

Paris, Sept. 29, (3:02 p.m.)—The text 
of the French official statement is as 
follows: 

“First—-On our left wing to the north 
of Somme and between the Somme and 
the Oise, the enemy both by day and 
night, delivered several attacks, which, 
however, have been repulsed. To the 
north of the Aisne there has been no 
change, 
| “Second—On the center, in Cham- 
| pagne and to the east of the Argonne, 
jthe enemy has restricted his activities 
to heavy cannonading. Between the 
Argonne and the Meuse there had been 
slight progress on the part of our 
troops, who are confronted by strongly 
organized positions. 

No Decided Change 

“On the heighte of the Meuse, in tho 
Woevre district and on our right wing 
in Lorraine and the Vosges there has 


been mo notable modification in the 
Situation. 
“Generally speaking, our line runs 


from the east to the west through the 
region of Pont-A-Mousson, Apremont 
and the Meuse, through the region of 
St. Mihiel, along the heights to the 
north of Spada and through a portion 
of the heights of the Meuse, to the 
south of Verdun. Between Verdun and 
Reimey- the German front is indicated 
by a line passing through the region of 
Varennes, to the north of Souain and 
the Roman roadway which runs into 
Reims, the outposts of Reims, the road 
from Reims to Berry-Au-Bac, and the 
heights known as the ‘Chemin Des 
Dames.”

Andrew Carnegie argues that as the kaiser was out on a yachting 
trip when the Austrian message to Servia was delivered, it was not 
the kaiser who was responsible for the war. 

Carnegie’s conclusions in this respect are surely not on a par 
with the logic which is characteristic of the Scottish-American maker 
of armor plate and suggest that trade fellowship inclines the despot 
of Homestake to look rather indulgently upon the performances of the 
despotic silent partner of the armament factories of Essen. 

As a matter of fact, the kaiser was home before the declaration 
of war by nearly a week, so that Carnegie’s premises even in this re- 
gard are not correct. 

But the kaiser’s responsibility for the war rests not in any hand| 
he may or may not have had in the framing of the ultimatum which 
precipitated the war. It rests in the framing of the conditions which} 
made the war inevitable.

He mined in the Yukon and in 
1881 superintended and actively assist- 
ed in laying the first cable from Van- 
couver Island to Point Grey. He was 
then chief officer aboard the govern- 
ment cutter Sir James Douglas. 

It will be Interesting to recall one 
adventurous incident from his Hfe, The 
adventure, the circumstances of which 
all come out in the columns of the New 
York Sun when the case was tried—is 
about as thrilling as a man could have 
and still survive. It was about 16 years 
ago that Captain McLean fitted out a 
three-masted schooner and, on the ad- 
vice of a man named Sorneson, went in 
search of treasure in the South Seas. 
Sorneson tried to get the crew to 
mutiny and do away with the skipper, 
but, discovering this, McLean, maroon- 
ed him on an island and then started 
on the return voyage. His crew devel- 
oped yellow fever badly, and of the 18 
all except one died. This one survivor 
was laid up so badly that was of no 
assistance and the skipper too was at- 
tacked by the disease, but successfully 
fought against it. Having buried one 
by one the 18 victims, Captain McLean 
actually succeeded In navigating the 
three-masted schooner 2000 miles to 
port, single-handed. The port he 
brought her to was Apia in the Samo- 
an islands

(By an Officer of the 11st) 

Are you a member of the Canadian 
militia?) Why not? 

Are you a British subject by birth or 
naturalization resident in Canada? If 
you are, and you are able bodied, you 
are a member of the militia unless you 
are under 18 or over 65. 

You are given the choice of learning 
to defend your home, or maintain peace 
within the dominion, by two means: 
voluntarily or by selection by ballot. 

The term of service is three years, 
during which a man is expected to 
make himself proficient by attending a 
prescribed number of drills and train- 
ing camp at some central point. He is 
not bound @y his membership in the 
militia to remain ina city If iis private 
business demands his removal to an-

other regiment in the city to which he 
{s going or, if absolutely necessary, he 


may be granted his discharge which 
will show the period of seryice he has 
completed.
